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1992 STARK COUNTY DIRECTORY 


The new up-dated 1992 Stark County Amateur Directory is at the 
printers and should be ready by the February meeting. The printer is 
again Duncan Press. AS you probably know, three generations of the 
Duncans are hams. Art Duncan is KASFSK, son Scott Duncan is KKSD and 
grandson Scott Duncan II is KBEIRFP. All three are members of CARC and 
Scott KKSD, is the Club Call Trustee. 


Here are some of the statistics on the new directory. It is 
compiled by scanning the eighth call area in the Callbook, which 
consists of 45,2168 calls, 24,654 of them residing in Ohio. Then we 
check all names in the local phone book to verify if the address is 
correct. Do the same using the 1992 Haines Criss/Cross Stark County 
Directory which lists all addresses and telephone numbers in Stark 
Caunty. Those that have unlisted phone numbers, we are unable ta 
verify. Last, but very important, is the word-of-mouth infermation that 
many of you provide me when someone moves or makes a change in their

listing. In comparing the callbook with our Stark County Directory, the 
callbook had 67 incorrectly listed including 15 Silent Keys, some that 
passed away several years ago. There are 444 hams listed in the 447 zip 
code area and 906 hams listed in the 446 zip code area, which includes 
many in Stark, Wayne, Holmes, Tuscarawas, Carroll, Columbiana and even 
Summit counties. 


There are 963 Amateur calls listed in the 1992 Stark County 
Directory, 26 have changed their call after upgrading, 27 have maved 
out of our area, there were 16 Silent Keys since the 1990 directory and 
1% CARC members that live out of our area that are listed in the 
directory, for a total of 881 licensed Amateur Radio Operators in Stark 
County. There are 159 Silent Keys listed in memory in this issue. In 
addition to the two meter repeaters list that can be heard in our area, 
there are 29 440 repeaters also listed. 


AS you can imagine, it took many hours of compiling the 
information, for the final master copy to be finished. And of course, 
by the time it is printed and distributed, there will be more changes. 
I know the directory is appreciated, so the effort is well worth the 
time involved. ENJOY THE FINISHED PRODUCT. All Sustaining and Full CARC 
members are entitled to a free copy when we receive them from the 
printer.

He needs someone to 
help him with his rig, antenna, tuner etc. All of these things are 
filed away on that chip in our minds and we can fill these gaps for a 
new Ham so easy. 


If we older Hams would just keep on the alert for the younger Hams 
and let them know that we will be there to give them help, it would 
fill a big gap in their radio career and they will never forget you for 
it, ever. You will be the first to share in their initial contact 3 and 
you will hear and feel the excitement in their voice. Through them you 
will relive the thrill that you knew so long ago. It’s kinda like 
digging around in an old trunk in the attic. You find things that are 
leng forgotten but each item has a pleasant memory. So tao, with 
helping a new comer. You will recall the fun you had and recall the 
mistakes and happy times. When you help a new Ham you will make 
yourself available and you will be giving what he needs most. He will 
be helped over the rough spots and your radio life may be rekindled, 
which is good for a lot of us. 


When you meet a new Ham, don’t be afraid to give him encouragement 
and your phone number. Let him know that you are there. It doesn’t take 
a lot of time and he will not bother you to death. This is another 
rewarding part of this great hobby. Remember the words of the great 
bard, "Screech the Rainmaker"-"If there is any good that I may do, let
